HISTORICAL SKETCHES 
No. UII. 

War was again proclaimed between France 

and England, May 4, 17025 and in August, 
1703, 500 French and Indians subdivided into 
smal! parties, ravaged the whole vothern fron- 
tier of the English settlements. In 1707, the 
French invaded Carolina, but were repulsed 
with great loss. On the 29th of February, 
1704, Hertel de Rouville with 300 French and 
Indians, approached Deerfield, Mass. seut out 
his spies, and two hours betore daybreak en- 
tered the town, and massacred and captured 
the inhabitants. ‘The Rev. John Williams and 
his lady, and 110 others were made prisouers. 
This respected clergyman was born in 1064, 
taken in 1704 and exchanged in 1706 ; he di- 
ed in 1728: his daughter was married to an 
Indian chief. & a descendant of hers, Simon An- 
nance, an Indian of the St. Francois tribe, has 
been a member of the Foreign Mission School 
In 1709, Rouville made 
another attempt upon Deerfield, but was re- 
pulsed. In L711, @ third attempt was mare 
to conquer Canada ; General Hill and Admi- 
ral Walker made an unsuccessful attempt upon 
Quebec. The treaty of Utrecht’ was signed 
March 31st, 1713, but notwithstanding this and 
another between the [Indians and Whites July 
4th of that year at Casco lay ; the Indi- 
ans waged a bloody and destructive war with 
New-Haiunshire and Massachusetts from 1720 
to 1725. In 1725 the Five Nations were 
joined by above 8O Nicaraguas from the north 
of Mackinaw, and the whole tribe of Tusea- 
roras from Virginia, and assumed the name of 
the Six Nations. 
Gov. Burnet of New-York began to erect a 
trading house at Oswego, on the south-eastern 
side of Lake Ontario, in 17223 in 1726, the 
French launched two vessels on Ontario ; and 
in 1731, after having first taken post of Addi- 
son in Vermont, on the south-eastern side of 
Lake Champlain, they crossed to the opposite 
side and commenced the erection of a fort at 
Crown point, on the western shore, and gave 
it the name of St. Frederic. 

War was again declared between France 
and England, March 31st, 17443 and in the 
year next following, Louisbnre and the whole 
island of Cape Breton were taken by an expe- 
dition from New-England under Gen. Pepper- 
ell. On the fitting out of this expedition the 
celebrated clergyman, George Whitfield, gave 
his well known motto of “ Nit desperandum 
Christo Duce.’ The French fired with re- 
sentment for their loss prepared to attack Bos- 
ton, and to ravage the whole coast from Nova 
Scotia to Georgia; and in the ensuing year 
D’ Ainville, threatening destruction to the 
northern colonies, with a formidable French 
armament of 41 sail, and $130 soldiers from 
Europe, was defeated in his purpose by storms 
and contagiéus diseases. His arrival on the 
coast, gave an alarm to the colonies nearly 
equal to that experienced in England from the 
| Spanish armada in 1538. 

_ On the 20th of August, 1746, 900 French 
and Indians appeared before Fort Hoosac in 
the present town of Adams, Mass. and near the 
scite of Williams College. It surrendered after 
‘a defence by Col. Hawks, of 28 hours. On 
the 4th of April in the ensuing year, (1747,) 
M. Debeline with a large party of French and 
Indians, came before the fort at Number Four, 
commanded by Capt. Stevens, on the eastern 
bank of the Connecticut, thirty six miles be- 
low the scite of Dartmouth college. On the 
third day of attack they retreated. Sir Charles 
Knowles, a British officer at Boston presented 
Capt. Stevens with a valuable sword for his 
gallantry; and the place which witnessed it 
was incorporated with the name of Charles- 
town, N. H. the very town to which General

Braddock marched from Alexandria, April 
20th, with 2200 men, crossed the Monongahe- 
la July Oth, at noon, and found bimself within 
seven miles of Fort Du Quesne, when he was 
furiously assailed by an ambuseade of 400 
French and Indians, and lost about 700 men. 
—64 of 85 officers were slain or dangerously 
wounded. Gen. Braddock was himself mor- 
tally wounded. 

War was declaced between France and 
Engiand in 1756, principally on account of the 
lands on the Ohio. Fort*Du Quesne, (now 
Pittsburg.) was taken by Gen Forbes, Feb. 
28, 1758. Gens. Wolf and Montcalm, 
were killed, and Quebec taken in 17593; an 
attack was made onthe [Sth Sept. and the 
city surrendered ou the 18th. Canada was 
conquered by Gen. Amberst, in 1760 ; and the 
peace of Paris, by which Canada and Florida 
were ceded to England, was concluded in i763. 

The Stamp act was passed in 1765,and in the 
same year Virginia on motion of Patrick Hen- 
ry, passed the first resolutions denying the 
right of Parliament to tax the colonies. ‘The 
act was repealed the next year. In 1763, 
British troops were stationed in Boston to awe 
the inhabitants; March Sth, 1770, they fired 
upon and killed five or six of the iuhabitants ; 
in 1773, seventeen Bostonians destroyed 340 
chests of tea, for which the port of Boston was 
shut by a penal statute in the wext year. The 
battle of Lexington, April LOth, 1775, and the

{n fact I was in doubt whether I had found the 
way into a “ bedlam-house” or not.

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On a subject so interesting and so honorable 
to the state, as the proposed canal, to be indif- 
ferent woul: be censurable ;—and to be oppo 
sed, would be a declaration of war against th: 
best interests ofihe state. Let the spirit of use 
ful, internal improvements, which has now 
begun, spread over the state, and be faithfully 
and impartially cultivated, and cherished a- 
mong our citizens,—and then, (we trust) the 
time will not be far distant, when Connecticui 
will exhibit a bold, energetic and enlightened 
policy, onthis subject, which will leave its 
traces on the pages of history, more durable 
than monuments of brass or of marble. 

When we look at the other states in the 
Union, we can find no one, that does not turn 
with deep solicitude to tne developement of its 
own internal resources and strength. In this 
land of freedom and happiness, there is not a 
single state that is not so highminded, and so 
attentive to its own prosperity and best good, 
as not to wish for, and to make great efforts to 
promote both. 

The dreams of Philosophers, and the vision 
ary schemes of theoretic Statesmen, will al! 
pass and be lost in a day ;—but canal improve 
ments will stand the test of ages, and will con 
vey their inestimable advantages to future gen- 
erations, until time shall be no more. 

It is indeed a matter of high congratulation. 
that almost every state has now in view, some 
great plan of inland navigation ;—that this 
commendible spirit for internal improvements 
is spreading far and wide through our common 
country ; and that it will contiaue to increase 
in its operations, until the United States can 
shew more miles of canal navigation, than any 
other country or nation cn earth, (China ex- 
cepted. ) 

We cannot admit that the citizens of Con- 
necticut, for enterprise, are secend to their 
neighbors in the state of New-York : No it can- 
net be. We only need to understand the ad- 
vantages of canal navigation ; the work will 
be undertaken, and then completed. So it 
must and will be regarding the proposed canal ; 
for there is no danger that years will be thrown 
away before the great work is commenced ;— 

nor do we fear, lest the ambition of the state, 
should sleep in the impenitrable shade of for- 


mer yoars, before this great wosk is accom- 
plished. Our internal resources will be brought 
into active operation. Our honor and_pros- 
perity will be increased and perpetuated. The 
proposed canal will be made. It is impossible 
it should be otherwise. 

In effecting this noble undertaking, we seek 
not the honor or praise of warriors or of crown: 
ed heads ;—but, we shall command the grati 
tude of an enlightened people, which is more 
desirable than triumphal arches or titles of no- 
bility ; both of which must fade and waste away, 
leaving the proposed canal a permanent witness 
ofthe wiscm ofthe age in which it was con- 
structed, 

No other object of equal importance and 
magnitude has ever been undertaken in the 
state; it is an object which embraces thr 
growth, prosperity, and welfare of the state. 
and hitherto it has passed on, with very littl 
vbliquity or reproach. It is true, some worthy 
citizens have doubted whether the undertaking 
(being so stupenduous,) could be effected: 
yet we are happy to add that these doubts ar 
daily disappearing, and so it must be, as infor 
matiou is more generally diffused among oui 
citizens. 

Internal navigation must forever constitut: 
one of the principal objects of state policy, anc 
will no doubt remain one of the most important 
subjects of public legislation, which can be 
brought before the General Assembly. 

Vattel in his treatise, says :“ The home trade 
is of vastuse. It furnishes all the citizens with 
the means of procuring what they want, as 
either necessary, useful, or agreeable. [t caus 
es a circulation of money, creates industry, an 
imates labour, and by affording subsistence to 
a great number of subjects, contributes to ren 
der the country more populous and flour- 
ishing. In fine this (inland) commerce being 
of advantage to the nation, it is obliged as a 
duty to itself, to render it prosperous.” 

An excellent writer of our own country ob- 
serves: “ The importance of opening a home 
market for produce, when we take into view 
the interest of agriculture, is strikingly impor 
tant. Agriculture flourishes, in proportion to 
the encouragement it receives from consump- 
tion, and ready demand in market. [lone 
markets are greatly preferable to those of a 
foreign description, being secure from the fluc- 
tuations and inconstancy, which more or less 
pertain to those distant resorts, for the sale oj 
our surplus productions.” 

Surely, we have no scales to tear from the 
eyes of our intelligent citizens ; they are now 
faithfully examining the advantages of canal 
navigation, with candor,and we have no doubts 
but that they will advance with great rapidity 
to extensive and correct information, on this 
most interesting subject. 

We earnestly entreat all candid men to ex 
amine, and toreflect on the subject of canals 
in general, and then to pronounce in particulas 
what must be the advantages of the proposed 
canal to our ctizens. [t is a subject well worthy 
of the attention of all who wish well to the state 

At the same time it must be admited, thai 
to estimate the magnitude and extent of al/ 
the advantages to be derived from the propo 
sed canal, is impossible ; for they will not now 
allow of a calculation in dollars and cents 
Kut we do maintain, that the advantages enu- 
merated in our former numbers, are all sub 
stantial, that they have in them nothing idle 
or delusive ; and that they will be borne out by 
time, as they rest on the basis of truth, reasou 
and common experience. 

We trust, that under the guidance of those 
who legislate for the state, the friends and pat 
rons of the canal will be incorporated ; taat un 
der such a corporation the canal will be con 
structed ; the wealth ofthe state increased 3 anc 
that thereby,the honor & prosperity of the stat 
as well as that of our nation will be greatly aug - 
mented. We confess itis with high emotions, 
we notice the interest which is felt and taken 
in this national and state object ; and we look 
forward with delight to the time when the pro 
posed canal will be completed, and when this 
state shall have accomplished the most splen- 
did achievment ever effected within her ter 
ritorial limits. The only patronage which is 
required of the state, is an act of incorpora- 
tion, accompanied with a public statute, for the 
protection of the canal, when made ; these be- 
ing obtained, and they will invigorate and quick- 
en the energies of investigation and investment, 
ind will sharpen the enterprize of our monied 
men. Surely the Legislature cannot withhold 
a fostering hand, when the object to be accom- 
plished is so magnificent. No it cannot be. 

On the subject of the proposed canal, we 
have not been met by conflicting absurdities 
and prejudices, asthey were for several years 
in the state of New-York : here, petty pre- 
varications, such as always bewilder Litth 
minds when struggling to defeat great objects. 
do not prevail to any extent; we first examine 
deliberately, and then decide correctly. So it 
is (we trust) as regards the proposed canal. 

Connected with the many other advantages 
of canals, is one which hitherto has remained 
unnoticed ; we allude tothe fact,that ice is gen- 
erally out of canals about three weeks sooner 
in the spring of the year, than it is out of navi 
gable rivers ; this fact has been demonstrated 
hoth on the Western and Middlesex canals ; 
and is owing to the numerous small springs 








which rise from the bottom, and ooze through 


the sides of the canal, as well as to the warmth 
of the soil, acting upon a long and narrow sur- 
face of ice. Suppose then, a canal made from 
Northampton to Canada line, there is not a 
particle of doubt but what it would be naviga- 
ble three weeks before the Connecticut could be 
used for thatpurpose ; and so ofall other canals. 
An experienced Engineer was once asked 
in the British house of commons, “ what riv- 
ers were made for ;” he promptly answered, 
‘to feed canals.” By this answer, in a striking 
manner, he gave his opinion of the decided su-

HIMALYA MOUNTAINS. 

H. T. Colebrooke, Esq. some time since 
made a valuable communication in the 12th 
volume of the Asiatic Researches upon the 
probable heights of the Himalya or Snowy 
mountains of India. From the different trigo- 
nometrical observations taken by Captain 
Webb, and other gentlemen, it was maintained 
that the peaks belonging to this ridge muck ex- 
ceeded the heights of the Andes ; that the ex- 
treme altitudes of Dhawalagiri, was 28,000 feet 
above the level of the sea, and it was further 
confidently relied upon that this extraordinary 
elevation was a very near approximation to 
the truth. 

Since that period, according to a recent com- 
munication from Mr. Colebrook, who is pres- 
ident of the Asiatic Society, to the Quarterly 
Journal of Science, published in London, it 
appears, that during the years 1813 and 1814, 
Capt. Blake, who was employed on the survey 
of the province of Gorakpur, has verified the 
observations of Capt. Webb, by various baro- 
metric and trigonometric measurements. The 
heights of some of the summits thus ascertain- 
ed, reached 22,000 feet, and 23,000 feet above 
the level of the ocean ; and one rose to 24,669 
feet, fully establishing the accuracy of Capt. 
Webb. The following heights were taken by 
trigonometrical instruments at three different 
angles in the province of Gorakpur, and are 
laid down as the mean of three distinct obser- 
vations. ‘Chey conform very nearly to previ- 
ous measurement, which whenever an oppor- 
tunity has been afforded to put it to the test of 
the barometer has been found to be correct. 
One mountain was 21,535 teet, and another 
23,708 feet above the sea.—The names of the 
whole are not given. The elevation of Chan- 
gragira was 22.907 feet—Dhawalagira was 
27,6015 feet, and Nephal was 24,801 feet. 

The prodigious altitude of the peaks of 
these mountains clad in eternal snow, must ap- 
pear yet more astonishing, when they are com- 
pared with the peculiar formation of the Andes. 
The latter mountains, it is well known, rise 
froma level of 9 or 10,000 feet above the o- 
cean—so that the cones themselves are not 
more.than 12,000 feet in height ; whilst the 
great snowy mountains, standing upon a plain 
of 5,400 feet above the level of the sea, form a 
cone of 22,600 feet elevation, higher than 
Chimborazo would be, if it rose to its extreme 
altitude at the sea shore.

EGYPTIAN TOMBS DISCOVERED BY BELZONI. 
Situation and Discovery of the tomb. 
The sepulchre, of which these two cham- 
bers form but asmall part, isa vast artificial 
excavation in a rock distant about theee miles 
from the Nile, to the west of the ancient city of 
Thebes in Egypt. All the various passages 
and halls of which it consists are covered with 
similarly painted figures in the relief, and the 
whole length of the tomb equals 309 feet. 
These two apartments are not contiguous ; but 
they have been selected for exhibition, the one 
for its great beauty, and the other for the in- 
structive character of its emblematical repre- 
sentations ; they will, together, give some idea 
of the splendour of the whole sepulchre. The 
figures are cast in plaster of Paris, from wax 
impressions taken on the spot, and painted 
with the greatest exactness and fidelity from 
drawings made at the same time: on the day 
the tomb was opened, the colours were found 
as fresh and vivid as they are here represented 
—In examining, however, this curious monu- 
ment, its high antiquity ought not for a moment 
to be lost sight of, as it would scarcely be just 
or reasonable to compare the paintings which 
have decorated its walls for nearly three thou- 
sand years, with the finer specimeus of modern 
wt. But this is only one of an immense num- 
her of excavations to be found in the neigh- 
bourhoed. 

At the foot of the Libyah chain of moun- 
tains, isa track of rocks, called Gournon, ly- 
ing to the west of Thebes, and extending in 
length about two miles, which is hollowed out 
into chambers & galleries where the ancient in- 
habitants deposited their dead. No mines or 
catacombs in any part of the world can be com- 
pared with these astonishing places, the num- 
ber and enormous extent of which, attest the 
vast population of a city, whose antiquity reach- 
es far beyond all historical notice. —For though 
the ruins of Thebes afford the most complete 
evidence of the genius and amazing resources 
of the early Egyptians, no record enables us to 
form the slightest conjecture as to the date of 
its foundation, since its temples and obelisks 
had already begun to decay, when Menes, the 
first king ef the country, commenced the build- 
ing of Memphis. This latter, on the establish- 
ment of monarchy, became the capital of Egypt, 
but of the comparative greatness of the two cit- 
ies, we may judge by the simple fact that the 
exact position of Memphis is now a matter of 
dispute, which the Members of the institute, 
who accompanied the French expedition, were 
unable to determine ; while Thebes, though 
ruined, has resisted in a wonderful manner, 
the inroads of time, of ignorance, and barbarity. 

Its original inhabitants are supposed to have 
dwelt in caverns in the rocks : and Osiris, who 
taught them the use of husbandry, and whom 
they afterwards worshiped as a God, was im- 
agined to have been the founder of the city.

| dest and most extensive temple on the eastern 

' side of the river, was the spot first inhabited, 
but as the population increased, the west- 
ern bank was also occupied and covered with 
houses, palaces, and religious edifices. Though 
it has been surmised that Homer spoke rather 
as a poet than as a geographer when he de- 
scribes it as having a hundred gates: yet 
Thebes, in its glory, filled the whole valley, res- 
ting on each chain of mountains, aud the Nile 
flowed through the ceutre of a vast and popu- 
lons city, which is estimated to have been thir- 
ty miles in circumference.—And if it had great- 
ly declined from its original splendour, long 
prior to the earliest notice of history, an an- 
cient geographer stil! says, that before the in- 
yasion of Cambyses, “The sun had never 
shone on so magnificent a city.” 

The Persian conquerer, however, hastened 
its fall; pillaged its temples, and carried away 
the ornaments of gold, silver, and ivory, with 
which they were decorated. But even to this 
day, the remains of this wonderful place are so 
considerable, that M. Denon asserts, in his 
Travels in Egypt, it took him more than twen- 
ty minutes to ride at full gallop round the exte- 
rior of the single temple of Carnac. 

| Butit is not the object of this short descrip- 
‘tion to dwell on the ruins of Thebes of which it 
will be sufficient to mention that the most re- 
markable are the temples ef Carnac, and at 
Luxor, on the east side of the Nile. On the 
opposite bank are the temple of Gournon, part- 
ly buried in the sand and Memnoniuin where 
anciently was the colossal statue Osymandvyes, 
and the two sitting gigantic figures, each fifty 
two feet high, which remain in their original 
position. It was from the Memnonium that 
Mr. Belzoni brought the colassal oust of the 
young Memnon, as it has been called, now de- 
posited in the British Museum. 

Such are some of the most striking monu- 
ments of the magnificence of the former inhab- 
itants of Thebes ; but the present natives of 

Gournou, the most independent of any of the 
Arabs in Egypt, and greatly superior to them 
allin cunning and deceit, live in the entrance 
of the caves or ancient sepulchres mentioned 
above. Here, having made some partitions 
with earthen walls, they form habitations for 
themselves as wellas for their cows, camels, 
buffaloes, sheep, goats and dogs. They culti- 
vate asmall tract of land, extending from the 
| rocks to the Nile ; but even this is in part neg- 
' lected for they prefer to the labours of agricul- 
‘ture, the more profitable but disgusting employ- 
/ment of digging for mummies. Aware of the 
eagerness with which these articles are pur- 
chased by straugers, they make and arrange 
collections of them, and Mr. Belzoni has fre- 
quently seen in the dwellings of the Arabs, 
magazines, as it were, well stocked with mum- 
mies, the empty wooded cases in which they 
had been contained, large pieces of asphaltum, 
much used and prized by painters, and other 
objects ofantiquity procured trom these caverns. 

The natives also break up the wooden cases 
for fuel, with which, together with the bones 
of mummies, the asphaltum aud rags, which 
embalmed and enveloped them, they heat the 
ovens :n which they bake their bread. 

Every part of these rocks is cut out by art 
in the form of large and smal! chambers, each 
of which has its separate entrance, and not- 
withstanding they are very close to each other, 
itis seldom that there is any interior commu- 
cation between them. Some of them, though 
now much defaced shew that they were origin- 
ally of great magnificence, richly ornamented, 

and of surprising extent 5 but, in general, the 
Sepulchres at Gournon are in the pits where 
| the Arabs dug for mummies.
